explosion in .the main mine of the 
Cross Mountain, system, near Brice- 
ville, entombed 200 men. 


Rescue preparations were immedi- 


ately under way and gangs of miners 
from other "works" In the district 
penetrated the main CFOFS Mountain 
mine liy three entrances. The mine 
is owned and operated by the Knox- 
ville Iron company and IB about 35 
miles from Knorville. 


As the i news of -the explosion 


apiead about th'e Briceville district, 
throngs of women and children rush- 
ed to the main entrances, and clam- 
ored to be aflow*ed to make their way 
inside to aid in the rescue. Many of 
the women knew their husbands had 
entered the mine before the blast. 
Most of these wives, however, main 
tained tbrave hearts. The majority 
of them' had witnessed almost similar 
scenes. 


Rescue work was checked later. Big 


billows of flame began to belch, from 
tile openings. 
Rescue parties were 


hurled back by the flames. Hope for 
the imprisoned miners dwindled to 
despair 


Bricevillo as a mining town has 


had a stormy history. 
It wa» the 


scene in the early nineties of rioting 
when miners rebelled against work- 
ing with convicts leased by tho state. 
Troops were sent there to qi.ell the 
trouble. 


Briceville Is in Anderson county. 


At Coal Creek, near there, on May 
19. 1902, 200 men were killed in the 
Fraterville mine explosion. 
- 


There are several big m'nes at 


Briceville, 
known 
as 
the "Cross 


Mountain" system. It was in one of 
these that the latest explosion occui- 
red. 


Special 
trains 
were sent from 


Knoxville tor the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


Telephone messages 
from Brice- 


ville declared the explosion occurred 
far back in the mine, which extend- 
ed at least two miles into the moun- 
tain, counting distance 
from 
the 


shaft opening. 
The lirst intimation 


ot the explosion was slight concus- 
sion at the shaft, then smoke cut led 
out from the opening. 


The men are entombed ''behind 


thousands of tons of earth anrl rorV 
three miles back from the entrance 
of the mines. The blast was terrific 
in its Intensity. Miners on the out- 
side declared coal dust exploded. 
Huge volumes of smoke are pouring 
from the entrance of tlie mine. If is 
now believed that 200 men were in 
the mine at the time of the explosion.

The people throughout the c ounty have awaitad with interest 


for a reply to the questions submitted by the undersigned on last 
Thursday, Bee. 7. For the purpose of aiding the voters in making 
up their minds on the issues involved in the present campaign it 
WP.S hoped that you would, either through

press, or through the paid advocates of the saloon whom you have 
imported into the county, answer those questions fairly and un- 
equivocally . 


Since, for reasons best knoarn to yourself and your associa-

As in 
the case of the former twelve questions, the undersigned wishes to 
assure you that no ulterior motive prompts their asking. We re- 
gard them as fair questions and have confined them strictly to the 
various phases of the issua involved—the issue of SALOON, OR

Will the return of saloons to Coshocton aid in any way in 


obtaining cleaner primaries and the nomination of abler men for 
public office?

opinion ever co-operate with the better classes in an effort to 
surorv's fraudulent naturalization, illegal voting bribery, perj 1117 
or similar offenses which tend to corrupt and debauch the elec- 
torate1?

your committee at any time during the present campaign, or at 
any time prior thereto, made the assertion that there were former- 
ly too many saloons in Coshocton and that if people permit their 
return the number will be limited?

10. To carry this question still further, is it the custom of 


jrewers, distillers and saloon keepers who have amassed a fortune 
n the manufacture and sale of intoxicants to rear their families 
n neighborhoods which abound in saloons? 


11. You will admit there arc scores of poor families in this 


city who, if the saloons are permitted to return, will be compelled 
o live in neighborhoods where saloons are located. 
Are not the 


children of these people as dear to them and, in their estimation at 
east, just as much entitled as you to rear them beyond the reach 
if saloon contamination? 


12. What, in your judgment, is the effect of saloons on ths 


value of property in the business districts of cities? As in the 
case of residence districts, do saloons increase or lessen these 
values? Why? 


In view of the fact that the present campaign is drawing- to 


a close and the voters all over the county would appreciate th-3 
courtesy of as complete answers to these questions as you see fit 
to make, may we not expect a reply at your earliest convenience?
